The station 
is a key link between suburban 
and central lines, and thousands 
of commuters were delayed as

The first morning train 
was delayed four hours. 


The students used heavy logs

Q—What Is snrcoid disease? 


What causes it? Is it catch- 
ing?

A—Boeck's snrcoid or sar- 


coidosis is a fairly common 
disease, the cause of which is 
unknown. In some victims, al- 
lergy appears to be a causa- 
tive factor. It is not conta- 
gious. It is characterized by 
the formation of hard nodules 
that may occur anywhere in 
the body but are found most 
often in the lungs, where they 
resemble the lesions of tuber- 
culosis. Since the lesions are 
benign, they usually cause no 
symptoms and may be discov- 
ered as an incidental finding 
when a chest X ray is made. 
Only about one-third of the 
victims need any treatment. 
The cortisonelike drugs give 
the best results. 


Q—If you have sarcoid dis- 


ease of the lungs, is it harm- 
ful to do heavy work?

About 30 rounds of 102-pound 
Russian-made artillery shells 
slammed into the headquarters 
of the U.S. 3rd Marine Division 
at Dong Ha and a nearby South 
Vietnamese village just below 
the eastern flank of the demili- 
tarized zone. Three American 
Marines and three South Viet- 
namese civilians were killed. 
The wounded were 15 U.S. Ma- 
rine, Navy and Army personnel, 
two South Vietnamese soldiers 
and nine civilians. 


The headquarters of the U.S.
